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KEPOET  OF  SCHOOL  BOAKD. 


Another  year  has  passed,  and  we  are  expected  to  give  our 
annual  report  of  the  condition  of  our  schools,  the  success  and 
failures  of  our  teachers.  We  think  it  safe  to  say,  with  one  or 
two  exceptions,  the  schools  have  been  fully  up  to  the  average. 
Good  interest  was  shown  both  by  teachers  and  pupils.  Both 
seemed  to  strive  to  do  their  work  faithfully  and  well. 

We  notice  a  disposition  among  some  of  our  people  to  criticise 
the  work  of  our  teachers.  While  true  criticism  is  commendable 
and  right  at  all  times,  it  is  not  right  to  pass  judgment  upon  the 
work  done  in  our  schools,  without  first  visiting  them  and  seeing 
the  inside  work  of  both  teacher  and  scholars.  Very  often  the 
scholar  carries  the  wrong  impression  home  to  his  parents,  and 
one  word  from  them  disparaging  of  the  teacher  incites  in  him 
a  quick  disposition  to  lose  confidence  and  interest  in  teacher  and 
school,  and  failure  follows. 

We  have  maintained  eight  schools  during  the  past  year.  We 
have  given  each  scholar  twenty-seven  weeks  of  schooling,  ex- 
cepting Bow  Mills  school,  which  had  only  twenty-four,  on  ac- 
count of  the  illness  of  the  teacher,  and  was  closed  three  weeks 
earlier  than  would  have  been. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  scholars  have  attended  school,  at 
a  total  cost  of  $1,549,  an  average  of  $11.50  each,  which  we  con- 
sider very  low. 

During  the  coining  year  the  town  will  be  asked  to  appropriate 
money  for  a  partial  list  of  new  text-books,  particularly  new 
readers  and  possibly  new  spellers.  Our  schools  are  also  largely 
deficient  in  wall-maps ;  and  every  school  ought  to  have  a  globe, 
in  order  to  enable  the  teacher  to  do  by  scholars  what  she  would 
If  she  had  the  material  at  hand.  The  small  outlay  necessary 
for  these  would  be  well  invested,  if  we  have  the  welfare  of  our 
children  at  heart. 

Our  school-houses  are  now  in  good  repair,  and  will  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  surrounding  towns. 
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The  money  belonging  to  what  was  formerly  the  old  No.  6  dis- 
trict, has  been  received,  and  ten  weeks  of  school  has  already 
been  given  that  section. 

We  cannot  conclude  without  again  urging  the  parents  and 
guardians  to  see  to  it  that  the  children  under  their  care  attend 
school  every  day  possible.
